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New'tax'could prevent 
affordable homes being 
built, developers warn 


DEVELOPERS in Dorchester claims that the level 
of compulsory payments when planning rights are 
granted could choke future growth. 

City and Country, who have taken over the 
prison site, say they cannot meet the cost of having 
so-called “affordable” homes as part of the 
scheme. They say that to do so would push up the 
cost of other properties in the development to a 
level where they might become un-marketable. 

Meanwhile Brewery Square developer, Andrew

Wadsworth, has told town planners that had the 
new payments been in force when the scheme 
started - the development might never have hap¬ 
pened. 

For many years developers were required to pay 
money into a community fund as part of what was 
known as a Section 106 Agreement - the cash 


being taken in lieu of the developers offering com¬ 
munity facilities. That money was generally paid 
after the development had finished. 

But new planning rules have scrapped 106 agree¬ 
ments and brought in a new ‘tax’ - the Community 
Infrastructure Levy, which has to be paid before 
development starts. 

City and Country representatives told Dorchester 
Town Council planning committee members that, 
if anything, the new payment made “affordable” 
homes more difficult to achieve. 

Mr Wadsworth told councillors later in the same 
meeting: “Paying the Levy would have meant hav¬ 
ing to find a £5million upfront cheque for Brewery 
Square. Had we had to do that our affordable ele¬ 
ment wouldn’t have happened, nor possibly would 
the whole development.” 

The developer said he had made his views about 
the negative effects of the Levy known to MPs but 
had received “a zero response”. 

City and Country have agreed to have their 
claims about not being able to include affordable 
housing in the prison scheme assessed by an inde¬ 
pendent examiner. 

Head of planning for the company, Richard 
Winsborough, said he hoped West Dorset planners 
would agree to the offer to have their claims inde¬ 
pendently assessed - paid for by both the company 
and the council. 

“We are pushing for a joint appointment of an in¬ 
dependent expert who will receive all the informa¬ 
tion, assess it, and come back with a yes or no. 

“If it is a yes, we will do what they say.” 

Mr Winsborough said the company, which has a 
long track record of re-developing historic sites, 
had experienced problems in other areas where 
they attempted to have anything put private hous¬ 
ing on a project. 

He told councillors that a large proportion of the 
homes being planned for the prison site were one 
or two-bed which, by definition, and the nature of 
the site, were likely to be priced at the lower end 
of the market. 

A formal planning application for the site, of 
around 200 homes, is expected to be submitted in 
the coming weeks with district councillors dis¬ 
cussing the application, once local people have 
their say on the proposals, in the New Year. 

The latest plans show the prison wings converted 
into one and two-bed apartments with several new 
apartment blocks built in the grounds once a range 
of more modem buildings are demolished.

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Students arrive home safe from 


Paris following terror attacks 


A GROUP of 20 students and three 
staff members from the Thomas 
Hardye School in Dorchester, have 
returned home safely from Paris 
after finding themselves caught up 
in the horrifying terrorist attacks 
which devastated the city on Friday 
night 

The group were taking part in a 
school art trip and had arrived in 
the city earlier that day when ISIS 


gunmen and suicide bombers car¬ 
ried out a series of co-ordinated at¬ 
tacks in the city centre, targeting 
bars and restaurants, as well as the 
Stade de France football stadium 
and the Bataclan Concert Hall. 

A 132 people were killed with 
many more seriously injured. 

The school group were near the 
Louvre at the time of the attacks. 

A statement issued by Thomas 


Hardye headteacher Mike Foley 
said: “The party of Sixth Formers 
who were in Paris at the weekend 
have returned safe and well. 

“Twenty Sixth Formers, accom¬ 
panied by three members of staff, 
were on an art/photography trip be¬ 
tween Friday, November 13th and 
Sunday, November 15th when they 
became caught up in the appalling 
events of Friday evening. The party 


returned to their hotel and re¬ 
mained in the close vicinity before 
returning home as planned on Sun¬ 
day.” 

The students were praised for 
their “impeccable behaviour” dur¬ 
ing the trip and Mr Foley paid trib¬ 
ute to the three staff members “for 
their courage and the calm, profes¬ 
sional way they managed the situ¬ 
ation”.

Company chief 
executive Rob Greacan 
said he was pleased the 
company had taken 
over the Dorchester 
hotel, which he de¬ 
scribed as a "special 
place".

ers haven’t just taken much needed 
funds from Weldmar, but have caused a 
great deal of damage - damage which 
will take a lot of staff and volunteer 
time, and valuable funds, to repair.

'Neighbourhood policing 
will always remain a priority' 


IN the wake of possible funding cuts, Dorset police is 
developing its approach to neighbourhood policing. 

They are implementing the findings of a comprehen¬ 
sive three-year review - which includes surveys with 
254 neighbourhood police officers and PCSOs, inter¬ 
views with 18 sergeants, and gathering independent 
data - to ensure that local communities remain at the 
centre of policing. 

The review, named Project Genesis, proposes a sus¬ 
tainable model for neighbourhood policing to ensure 
Dorset police can continue to deliver an efficient service 
to the public, regardless of future financial challenges. 

The changes will also include renaming the Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams to Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams (NPTs) and revising the role profiles for all of¬ 
ficers and police staff who work in NPTs. 

Police officers will focus on protecting high-risk or 
vulnerable victims, dealing with persistent and repeat 
offenders, and taking responsibility for the reduction 
and detection of crime. 

PCSOs will focus on engaging with local people and 
working with partner agencies. Volunteers will also be 
used to support the teams by undertaking administrative 
duties. 

Assistant chief constable David Lewis, who oversaw 
the review and its implementation, said: “Neighbour¬ 
hood policing is part of the fabric of Dorset Police. 
Local communities are at the core of what we do. 

“The review signifies a commitment to these commu¬ 
nities, while ensuring that neighbourhood policing can 


continue in an ever-changing financial landscape. 

“The review was not commissioned to make savings 
and does not, in itself, recommend or require any staff 
losses. However, we have purposely introduced a 
model that is scalable and that should be robust 
enough to continue providing neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing, if budget cuts are required in the future.” 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset police and crime commis¬ 
sioner, said: “Project Genesis has resulted from a thor¬ 
ough and in-depth piece of academic work which has 
fully reviewed how Dorset police delivers neighbour¬ 
hood policing to its communities. This is the most 
comprehensive review that Dorset police has ever un¬ 
dertaken and I fully support the project. 

“However, this project has been undertaken through 
a period of financial challenges and whilst I am com¬ 
mitted to protecting neighbourhood policing, the chan¬ 
cellor’s autumn statement later this month will give 
us more clarity on government funding. 

“Further cuts could impact on every area of the 
force, however, neighbourhood policing will always 
remain a key priority and this model of policing is 
scalable. 

“I believe the project will enhance the role of polic¬ 
ing in our communities, and by working alongside 
partner organisations will help safeguard neighbour¬ 
hood policing in our county.”

Proposal to cut funding to 22 youth centres 


DORSET County Council is pro¬ 
posing to cut funding to its 22 
youth centres in a bid to save 
money - and local residents are 
being urged to have their say. 

DCC has launched a public con¬ 
sultation on a proposal to withdraw 
funding from its 22 youth centres. 

As part of the funding shake-up 
DCC plan to place youth workers 
where they can reach more people, 
and tackle major issues such as 
self-harming, abuse and anti-social 
behaviour. 

The council will also support 
local communities - including 
young people themselves - to con¬ 
tinue providing youth clubs, facil¬ 
ities and activities. 

The proposed changes in youth 
services comes as a result of in¬ 
creased demand and shrinking 
budgets. 

By 2017, the council will be op¬ 
erating with a third less money 
than in 2011, with more savings 
needed to be found in the budget. 

A statement from Dorset County 
Council said: “It costs £2.2million 
a year to provide youth services, 
spending which has to be reduced 
by around £1 million. 


“In September, we asked young 
people and local communities to 
tell us about current youth services 
and what was important to them. 
We had more than 2,200 responses 
- more than half of which were 
from young people. 

“There are currently 22 council- 
run youth centres, and we also sup¬ 
port other organisations to run 
youth clubs by providing staff or 
funding. Yet our data suggests only 
a small percentage of the county’s 
13-18-year-olds go to a youth cen¬ 
tre, which means some of our most 
vulnerable young people are po¬ 
tentially missing out on vital sup¬ 
port. 

“The public consultation (ending 
December 16th) will seek feed¬ 
back on the proposal to change our 
approach, delivering these services 
in a more targeted, effective way.” 

It continued: “Under the new 
proposal, youth workers will be 
directed to places including 
schools and skate parks, and de¬ 
vote more time to children and 
young people with acute needs. At 
the same time, the county council 
will provide funding and work in 
partnership with parish/town 


councils, voluntary groups and 
communities to ensure there are 1 
still plenty of places for young 
people to go and things for them 
to do.” 

Councillor Toni Coombs the 
council’s Cabinet member for 
children and young people said: 
“Although we are reducing our 
youth services budget, we will still 
have more than £1 million to spend 
and need to use this money wisely. 

“There are also many other or¬ 
ganisations and community 
groups across Dorset that support 
young people by providing places 
to go and things to do .We would 
like to work more closely with 
them so we can target our re¬ 
sources where they are most 
needed. We want a more effective 
service that supports the most vul¬ 
nerable while giving all young 
people the exciting opportunities 
they deserve.”

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Affordable housing to be 
subject of Labour debate 


THE problems of providing enough affordable 
homes will be discussed at a public meeting in 
Dorchester next week. 

The November 25th meeting, at 7pm in the Corn 
Exchange, will discuss affordable housing both to 
rent and buy. 

West Dorset is now one of the areas which has 
the biggest gap between average income and av¬ 
erage house prices. 

Claudia Sorin of Dorchester Labour Party, which 
has organised the event said: “We will be holding 
a public meeting across the road from the latest 
private development. We want to get the views of 
families in the area who are being priced out of the 
housing market due to the lack of supply at locally 
affordable prices. 

“Dorchester's residents are facing a housing cri¬ 
sis the likes of which it has not seen in generations. 
The Government has presided over the lowest 
level of house building in peacetime since the 
1920s. The consequence is that families are being 
priced out of local housing whether this is renting 
or buying. We know there is real demand for both 
first time and family homes in the area.” 

Figures obtained by Labour show that the wait 
for a three bedroom house can be up to eight years 
with a two bed flat being up to 10 years. 

Ms Sorin continued: “This simply is not good 
enough. Should we have luxury second homes 
built in Dorchester, when we can't provide homes 
for our existing residents?” 


Labour believes West Dorset District Council 
should take action to tackle the housing crisis by 
requesting private developers build real affordable 
housing, whether to rent or buy to help deal with 
the growing housing problem in West Dorset. 
Labour has invited the other four political parties 
in the area to attend as they need to make a positive 
contribution to this debate. 

Local resident, Chris Williams will chair the pub¬ 
lic meeting. 

Mr Williams said: “I was delighted to be asked 
to chair such an important local debate. I have 
lived in the centre of Dorchester for many years. 
Like others, I am concerned that many of the 
younger generation may never be able to afford to 
live in their home town.” 

Dorchester Labour party have also announced 
the key organisations invited to take part in the 
public meeting. Invitations to speak have gone to 
representatives at Shelter, Magna Housing Asso¬ 
ciation, City & Country - the developers of the 
Dorchester Prison site and the Councillor for hous¬ 
ing at West Dorset District Council. 

Members of the public with views or questions 
on the future of housing are encouraged to attend 
the event to be held at the Corn Exchange. The 
meeting will start with guest speakers addressing 
the audience for five minutes. Questions will then 
follow from the public. 

The doors open 7pm for 7:30pm start with the 
aim of finishing at 9pm.

WESSEX Water has given 
Dorchester Town Council 
£500 to help meet its costs 
in restoring John’s Pond on 
the river walk. 

The pond, part of an old ir¬ 
rigation system for the ad¬ 
joining water meadows, had 
been badly silted up and 
covered in weed. 

But now the pond and its 
sluice gates are flowing 
freely again after the town 
council stepped in to pay for 
the improvement work. 

Mayor of Dorchester, 
Councillor Robin Potter, 
with Heritage Committee 
Chair, Councillor Andy 
Canning received the £500 
cheque at the pond on 
Wednesday from Wessex 
Water ecologist Jamie 
Bowkett. 

Also there was John Aplin 
from Casterbridge Fisheries 
Ltd whose company carried 
out the work: “We pumped 
out about 30 cubic metres of 
silt which was moved to the 
nearby riverside nature re¬ 
serve. It was nutritionally 
very rich so it should do 
some good there,” he said. 

To his surprise the pond 
contained very little rubbish 
- just a couple of old beer 


bottles and a hob nail boot. 

Heritage Committee chair 
Andy Canning says the 
ownership of the pond and 
the riverside walk is a “grey 
area” but over the years the 
town council has stepped in 
to maintain the improve the 


area, often helped by finan¬ 
cial contributions from other 
councils and organisations. 

“It’s an important area of 
the town and very popular 
with those out for a walk 
and families who like to 
come and feed the ducks,” 


said Councillor Canning. 

The pond once helped reg¬ 
ulate the water in the Mill 
Stream and would have 
powered Friary Mill. Leg¬ 
end has it that it is named 
after a prisoner who escaped 
the nearby jail only to fall in 


the pond and drown. 

The grid community 
awards from Wessex Water 
provides funds for projects 
that help the environment 
and wildlife and are organ¬ 
ised by The Conservation 
Foundation.

Schemes have already been rolling out, but 
next step challenges include ensuring train¬ 
ing practices and standards are well regu¬ 
lated, and also ensuring that access extends 
to those in society who arguably need it 
most. 

"There are groups of people that we need 
to think very carefully about reaching," says 
Professor Kuyken. "Those that are living 
with long-term mental health problems, 
those that are living with chronic physical 
health problems - and they often co-occur. 
"The rates of co-occurrence of mental and 


physical health problems are actually quite 
high, and the thing about mindfulness is 
that it can actually give people the skills to 
cope with both their mental health and the 
suffering around their physical health.
